is healthy ? How can one Invite the con-
sumption more surely than by turning
outof a warm bed and going out to
promenade in a December rain? The
early riser is always a champion of morn-
ing walks and outdoor trampings, bug
nature seems to ignore him entirely by
mzking very many wet ornings in &
year.
